WasHIncTon, May 22,.—An eminent 
citizen of Alabama, who through 
Washington yesterday on his way back 
from New York, had while in that city 
an interview with Mr. Tilden. He said 
to Mr. Tilden thatthe people of.the 
south were convinced that he had been 
fairly and lawfully elected to the office 
of president of the United States; that 
the people of that section, in common 
with the great body of the people of 
the whole United States, thought that 
Mr. Tilden, as the lawfully elected ruler 
of the ayes A should have taken ear- 
ly after the election a decided attitude 
and insisted upon his rights; that had 
he done so, and the proper announce- 
ment of the vote of the electoral col- 
leges been prevented, the house of 
representatives would have elected 
him according to the forms of law, and 
made itself responsibie for his induc- 
— into the office which belonged to 

im. 

Mr. Tilden listened intently to the 
remarks of his visitor,a gentleman 
nearly twenty years his senior. He 
replied that he had thought carefully 
and most conscientiously over the sub- 
ject in all‘ts possible phases; that he 

ad become convinced that should he 
adopt the course suegested it would be 
resisted by the radical party to the ex- 
tent of drenching the land in blvod; 
tnat he shrunk from the responsibiiity 
of precipitating another terrible civil 
war upon his countrymen, and con- 
sented to the compromise which avert- 
ed 80 a disaster. He felt as 
keenly as any one the impropriety ot 
the means by which the present result 
had been brought about, but for ali 
that he did not regret his own action.

Boas eusorpete Boats. 


The Turkish squadron on the river 
Danube is under command of Kiritlee 
Mustapha Pasha, and consists of some 
seven armored gunboats and a iew 
email wooden steam vessels armed with 
light guns. The iron clad gunboats are 
all about one hundred and tifty feet in 
a carry each of them two breech- 
loading Armstrong guns (80 pounders) 
in a battery placed on the fore part of 
the deck, and are protected with two- 
inch armor. The remaining tw9 are of 
very superior construction, carrying 
their two (80 pounder krupps) in a 
turret placed forward. hey were 
built at Constantinople, and only 
launchedafew months ago. Nothing 
is known as to whether the Roumanian 
authorities have connived at the pla- 
cing of torpedoes inthe river on the 
part of the Russians, though doubtless 
the latter will have thought of it. The 
‘Turks at one time thought of having 
recourse to those weapons, and placing 
them at évery point on the Danube at 
ali suitable for crossing, but there is 
reason to believe the idea has been 
abandoned. However, the difficulty of 
crossing the river, owing to these gun- 
voats, has not been underestimated by 
the Russian government, and, with a 
view Of paralyzing their action and pro- 
tecting the operations of throwing over 
a bridge,a number of small torpedo 
boats hive been added to the equip- 
ment of the invading army. Tnoose 
boats are steam launches, abour thirt 
feet long, constructed, wit 
the exception of one, which 
is of eteel of thin iron plating. They 
are fitted with engines of eight horse 
power, and possess great speed. Being 
specially built with a view to transport 
by rail, they are exceedingly light for’ 
their size, and do not weigh,with their 
engines and fittings all c mplete, more 
than three and one-half tons. They 
will probably be fitted with the spar 
torpedo, and their crews will trust to 
tbeir speed to carry them alongside an 
enemy's gun-boat and away from it 
again before the Turks will have suffi- 
c ently recoved their presence of mind

one. Asa protection against rifl2 fire, 
these boats carry shields at each end, 
but tuere is nothiag to prevent their

"Worldly-wise proprie- 
tors of caravanseries may ignore these 
savory and delicious glebules in their 
bills of fare, purveyers of dinners may 
scorn to give them a place in their 
menu, but nothing that the art of cook- 

ery has ever invented can at all ap- 
proach in delicacy and deliciousness a 
mess of cornfiel¥ p-as. Wé speak ad- 
visedly. Ip addition to this they are 
suggestive. One whiff af the steam that 
arises from the pot—(they must be 
boiled in an old-fashioned wash pot 
and not in one of these new fangled tin 
boilers)—sets memory adrift and,borne 
upon the pungent aroma, she goer 
back to the days of the old plantation 


} —thosé wonderful days when pleasure 


waited upon antieip tion, and when 
peace held the land under the shadow 
of her white wings. It was in those 
days that the cornfield pea won upon 
our affections, twining, as it were, the 
gentle tendriis of its luxurant vine 
around our appetites, 

~ There are few people, nowaCays, un- 


pare this savory vegetable for the table. 
The recipe is si uple. First, be certain 
that-you have peas enough. This is 
quite finportant, because when once 
your guests. have sniffed the odor of 
the dish and caught the flavor upon 
their palates, they will rise up as one 
man or several women, as the case 
may be-and unsnimously call for 
more. We will take it for granted, 
however, that you haye peas enough. 
The next thing 1s to cook. 
you want a ~obrisk' fire, an 
iron pot (ihese tin boilers 
are abominations), a generous slice of 
bacon streaked wi h lean and fat, three 
or four pods of red pepper, and a 
judicious. person to superintend the 
whole business.

The town is ona 
plain nearly seven thousand feet above 
the sea, and is surrounded on three 
sides by ru hills which form natu- 
ral bases for Gefense. A little stream 
of the sam@ name flows on the 
southeast. e population is about 
bd,chiefly Armenian, wbo 
make a scanty living out of the through 
trade betweea the east and the west. 
The climate ig so severe that travelers 
are glad to get on the road again, and 
the surrounding hills furnish hospitali- 
ty for so large bangs of robbers that 
armed guard§ accompany merchants’ 
stocks to the plains. “The city was the 
cipital of an Armenian kingdom, but 
Turkish conquest,Ottuman administra 
tion, and taxation by the porte have 
reduced it to 4 mere halfway house. 

Tae indications are that the opera- 
tions against the city will be pressed 
vigorously during the present week,and 
that great aetivity will prevail along 
the who'e extent of the Russian line. 
Kars, Bardes3, Batoum and the road 
to Toprak-Kaleh are each and all cen- 
ters of interest. With the aid of the 
map that we print this morning, our 
readers will not be at a loss to under- 
stand the movements uf the two armies, 
The objective points of, the three grand 
divisions of the Russian army are, of 
course, Erzeruum and, incidentally, 
Trebizonde. Once in possession of 
those cities, there is no more very 
hazardous work in Asia Minor for the 
armies of the Grand Duke Michael to 
encounter, 


The past week has not been produc- 
tive of other movements of deep inter- 
est. The Turkish fleet is burning small 
unfortified towns along the Black sea. 
The insurrection among the Moham- 
medans in the Russian provinces is said 
to be spreading; but the military roads 
are still intact. The movement is, 
however, causing some uneasiness in 
Rassia. But on the other hand Servia 
Herzegovinia, Montenegro, the Miri- 
dites, Albanians, and Macedonians are 
more or less in revol:; and it becomes 
more and more apparent that time 
favors the side that has the strongest 
recoirces. Accircle of fire begins to 
surround the ‘Turk, and when 
the immense Danubian army is 
ready to move, a sharp and bloody but 
possibly short campaign may be ex- 
pected. The tall of Ardahan has doudt- 
less had an effect to dishearten the 
lurks, and another beavy defeat would 
perhaps go far towards exposing the 
hopelessness of their caure. 


SMALLER BUT BETTER FARMS. 

Georgia does vot need an influx of 
white labor, native or foreign. She has 
labor enough now for her present agri- 
cultural and industrial needs. But she 
does need an agricultural revolution. 
She needs small instead of large farms. 
She needs deep instead cf shallow 
ploughing ; thorough instead of partial 
cultivation ; ecouomy aud skill instead 
of improvidence and clumsiness. To 
make the state whit it should and could 
be, there must be a radical change 
in the system of farming—a change so 
great a3 to lemand a revolution in the 
manner of holding land. The planter 
must give way to the small proprietor. 
We have all heard of the things that 
were “settled by the war,” but noth- 
ing was mere thoroughly settled than 
the division of tracts into emall farms 
—the only difference being that some 
of the results of the war were compul- 
sory in a legal sense, while the change 
in the landed system ia only compulao- 
ry in an economic sense. But the 
obligation is none the less imperative 
on that account, Small farms are to be 
the outcome, 

With the smal! farms come in the 
smal! proprietors; aud right here is an 
opportunity for the only kind of immi- 
gration that will at present greatly 
benefit the state. We need an infl 
of northern farmers. We believe the 
northern farmer who wants to leave 
the high-priced lands and vigorous 
climate of his native state can do better 
in Georgia thanin any other siate in 
the union, all things considered. We 
know that he would at the same time 
help to build uv the state by introduc- 
ing a more thorough and varied agri- 
culture, 

Such men should come in cvlontes at 
first. ‘One colony ina county is a suffi- 
cient nauclens. Let the landowners of 
a county obtain such acolony, and the 
rest of the problem would 
solye itself. The colonists’ 
friends and their friends’ friends would 
join them as soon as they had ascer- 
tained that all their fears of social or 


. political troubles were groundless. The 


experiment has been fully tricd; and 
our commercial columns of this morn- 
ing show in one respect what such 
farmers are accomplishing. They are 
raising thirty bushels of wheat to the} 
acre on the red bills of Morgan !

Kars, Bardes3, Batoum and the road 
to Toprak-Kaleh are each and all cen- 
ters of interest. With the aid of the 
map tuat we print this morning, our 
readers will not be at a loss to under- 
stand the movements uf the two armies. 
The objective points of the three grand 
divisions of the Russian army are, of 
course, Erzeroum and, incidentally, 
Trebizonde. Once in possession of 
those cities, there is no more very 
hazardous work ino Asia Minor for the 
armies of the Grand Dake Michael to 
encounter. 


The past week has not been produc- 
tive of other movements of deep inter- 
est. The Turkish fleet is burning small 
unfortified towns along the Black sea. 
The insurrection among the Moham- 
medans in the Russian provinces is said 
to be spreading; but the military roads 
are still intact. The movement is, 
however, causing some uneasiness in 
Rassia. But on the other hand Servia 
Herzegovinia, Montenegro, the Miri- 
dites, Albanians, and Macedonians are 
more or less in,revol:!; and it becomes 
more and more apparent that time 
favors the side that has the strongest 
recoirces. Accircle of fire begins to 
gurround the ‘Turk, and when 
the immense Danubian army is 
ready to move, a sharp and bloody but 
possibly short campaign may be ex- 
pected. The tall of Ardahan has douobt- 
less had an effect to dishearten the 
lurks, and another beavy defeat would 
perhaps go far towards exposing the 
hopelessngss of their caure. 


SMALLER BUT BETTER FARMS. 


Georgia does not need an influx of 
white labor, native or foreign. She has 
labor enough now for her present agri- 
cultural and industrial needs. But she 
does need an agricultural revolution. 
She needs small instead of large farms. 
She needs deep instead cf shallow 
ploughing ; thorough instead of partial 
cultivation ; ecouomy aud skill instead 
of improvidence and clumsiness. To 
make the state what it should and could 
be, there must be a radical change 
in the system of farming—a change so 
great a3 to lemand a revolution in the 
manner of holding land. The planter 
must give way to the small proprietor. 
We have all heard of the things that 
were “settled by the war,” but noth- 
ing was mere thoroughly settled than 
the division of tracts into emall farms 
—the only difference being that some 
of the results of the war were compul- 
sory in a legal sense, while the change 
in the landed system ia only compulao- 
ry in an economic sense. But the 
obligation is none the less imperative 
on that account, Small farms are to be 
the outcome, 

With the smal! farms come in the 
small proprietors; aud right here is an 
opportunity for the only kind of immi- 
gration that will at present greatly 
benefit the state. We need an infl 
of northern farmers. We believe the 
northern farmer who wants to leave 
the high-priced lands and vigorous 
climate of his native state can do better 
in Georgia thanin any other siate in 
the union, all things considered. We 
know that he would at the same time 
help to build uv the state by iatroduc- 
ing a more thorough and varied agri- 
culture, 

Such men should come in cvlontes at 
first. “One colony ina county is a sutffi- 
cient nucleus. Let the landowners of 
a county obtain such acolony, and the 
rest of the problem would 
solye itself. The colunists’ 
friends and their friends’ friends would 
join them as soon as they had ascer- 
tained that all their fears of social or 


. political troubles were groundless. The 


experiment has been fully tricd; and 
our commercial columns of this morn- 
ing show in one respect what such 
farmers are accomplishing. They are 
raising thirty, bushels of wheat to the 
acre on the red hills of Morgan!

They have an im- 
mense curing and store house,three stories high, 
where they sometimes have in store fifteen 
thousand cveese, or some five hundred and 
twenty five thousand pounds. Their annual 
prodaction is about fifty thousand : heese, or one 
million sssen bundred and fifty thousand 
pounds. They buy the miikof a territory of 
about ten miles by twenty miles although there 
are some small factories in said territory run by 
other parties. They employ seventy full hands- 
and have three hundred and thirty three 
“patrons,” or dairies, with ao average of fifteen

Five thousand cows contribute milk to the 
Vaet establishment.

The plan also 
provides for the estiblishment of a su- 
pervisory bureau, with a chief, an assis- 
tant chief, and as many astistant Buper- 
visors and clerks as may be necessary to 
see that an elaborate set of rules, framed 
for the guidance ofthe handling of cot- 
ton so as to prevent waste, are rigidly 
carried out. The salanes of these persons 
are provided for by afee of 5 cents _ 
bale, to be paid by the deliverer, and 5 
cents by the receiver, or 10 cents when 
cotton in transit is supervised Qn request 
of the owner. This plan was submitted 
yesterday afternoon to a meeting of the 
members of the exchange for their ap- 
proval. The importance of the subject 
drew a large attendance. Mr. Miller 
moved the adop’ion of the plan, aud an 
animated discussieu immediately ensued 
Some members were opposed to it on 
the ground of the expense. They thought 
a less costly method might be devised 
Others argued that to call a plan expen- 
sive where 50 cents would be saved at 
an outlay of 5 cents was absurd, Mr. 
Miller said that he could prove that 
whereas the loss at Liverpool is only
